On 
the other hand, it must be admitted that the 
charge for copyright protection and copyright 
entry is purely nominal, and not, as in the case 
of patents, substantially costly. In fact, it 
looks as though this plan was not at all for 
purposes of copyright, but for the sake of 
making more adequate library collections in 
different sections of the country, and this is 
practically putting a tax upon publishers to 
which they can rightly object. There is no 
reason, as a question of principle, 
lishers should not be required to give books to 
all public libraries, as well as to special public 
libraries in stated places. Such a deposit would 
in no sense increase the protection given by 
copyright, and therefore there would be no just 
ground, from the point of view of copyright

It is of course desirable from the library point 
of view that books of the south, the west, the 
central, and the Pacific regions should each 
be gathered into a great library, fully repre- 
senting each section, but there seems no reason 
why this should be’ done by process of law. | It 
might be suggested that of two copies sent to 
the Copyright Office, one might ultimately be 
sent to such depository library in the section 
from which the book came; but this again 
would be a matter of convenience rather than 
of copyright protection, and we understand 
that there is reason in Washington for continu- 
ing to place one copy in the national library 
proper and the other among the copyright 
records. 

We believe that a proposition such as that 
indicated: in the memorial would be resisted, 
and’ rightly and successfully resisted, by the 
publishers, as an invasion of public rights in 
the matter of trade. 


THE time comes round again, with the 
Christmas festivities, when charity’s good works 
should be remembered. Some years ago there 
was an Auxiliary representing the book trade 
in connection with the useful work of Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday Association in New York, 
under the efficient secretaryship of Henry B. 
Barnes. Recently that Auxiliary has lapsed, 
but efforts are now being made to revivify 
it, and we trust, first, that a representative 
committee may be formed, and secondly, that 
with or without such a committee, the pub- 
lishers and booksellers of New York will do a 
generous part in helping this excellent work.

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COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


ADDITIONAL COPYRIGHT DEPOSITORIES IN 
THE UNITED STATES. 


THE following circular has been sent out 
generally as a memorial of'a resolution passed 
by the Library Association of California : 


SAN FrANcIsco, December I, 1897. 

DEAR Sirk: At a meeting of the Library As- 
sociation of Central California, held in San 
Francisco, November 12, 1897, it was unani- 
mously resolved that the Association use its 
best endeavors to obtain the establishment of 
additional Copyright Depositories in the United 
States, and the Librarians of the University of 
California and Leland Stanford Junior Univer- 
sity were appointed a committee to urge the 
co-operation of the Senators and Representa- 
tives from California in Congress, and to take 
such other steps as might seem desirable to the 
furtherance of the end in view. Senator Per- 
kins having been communicated with, kindly 
consented to introduce a bill in the United 
States Senate directing the establishment of 
additional depositories in the cities of Chicago, 
Denver, San Francisco, and New Orleans. 

Under the present law an author in order to 
obtain a copyright must deposit two printed 
copies of his work with the Librarian of Con- 
gress, and the two copies remain in the Library 
of Congress. Topeople living at some distance 
from Washington these books are practically 
inaccessible, and especially is this true in re- 
gard to residents of the Pacific Coast. There 
is a widespread feeling that copies of copy- 
righted works should be available, so far as 
possible, for general reference, indeed it is the 
intention of the law to render them thus avail- 
able in return for the protection guaranteed to 
the author. But with only one depository ina 
country so large as ours it is obvious that there 
is but slight facility for general reference. 

Another point in favor of additional deposi- 
tories is the danger of the loss of all our Na- 
tional copyright archives in case of a fire in 
the Congressional Library. Surely these rec- 
ords are sufficiently valuable to be placed be- 
yond the risk of possible annihilation. 

A copy of the bill to be introduced in the 
Unired States Senate by Senator Perkins is en- 
closed. You are earnestly requested to assist 
in its passage by obtaining the active interest 
and co-operation of your Representatives in 
the United States Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. ;

BILL TO PROVIDE FOR MORE COPIES TO IN- 
; SURE COPYRIGHT. 

A BILL to amend title sixty, chapter three, of 
the Revised Statutes, relating to copyrights. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Ameri- 
ca in Congress assembled, That sections for- 
ty-nine hundred and forty-eight, forty-nine 
hundred .and fifty-six, and forty-nine hundred 
and fifty-nine of the Revised Statutes be, and 


the same are hereby, amended so as to read as 
follows: 

‘*Sec. 4948. All records and other things 
relating to copyrights and required by law to 
be preserved, shall be under the control of the 
Librarian of Congress, and kept and preserved 
in the Library of Congress and such other 
Libraries as are hereinafter designated; and 
the Librarian of Congress or the Librarians of 
these other Libraries shall have the immediate 
care and supervision thereof and the Librarian 
of Congress under the supervision of the joint 
Committee of Congress on the Library, shal] 
perform all acts and duties required by law 
touching copyrights.”’ 

‘* Sec. 4956. No person shall be entitled toa 
copyright unless he shall before publication, 
deliver at the office ofthe Librarian of Congress, 
or deposit.in the mail addressed to the Librari- 
an of Congress, at Washington, District of ‘Co- 
lumbia, a printed copy of the title of the book or 
other article, or a description of the painting, 
drawing, chromo, statue, statuary, or a model 
or design for a work of the fine arts, for which 
he desires a copyright, nor unless he shall also, 
within ten days from the publication thereof, 
deliver at the office of the Librarian of Congress 
or deposit in the mail addressed to the Libra- 
rian of Congress, at Washington, District of 
Columbia, six copies of such copyright book or 
other article, or in the case of a painting, draw- 
ing, statue, statuary, model or design for a 
work of the fine arts, six photographs of the 
same.” 

‘* Sec. 4959. The proprietor of every copy- 
right book or other article shall deliver at the 
office of the Librarian of Congress, or deposit in 
the mail addressed to the Librarian of Con- 
gress, at Washington, District of Columbia, 
within ten days after its publication, six com- 
plete printed copies thereof, of the best edition 
issued, or description or photograph of such 
article as hereinbefore required, and as many 
copies of every subsequent edition wherein any 
substantial changes shall be made; and the 
Librarian of Congress shall deliver, or cause to 
be delivered, one copy of such copyright book 
or other article to each of the following Libra- 
rians, viz.: the Librarian of the Free Public Li- 
brary of the City of Chicago, State of Illinois; 
the Librarian of the Free Public Library of the 
City of Denver, State of Colorado; the Libra- 
rian of the Free Public Library of the City of 
San Francisco, State of California: and the 
Librarian of the Howard Memorial Library of 
the City of New Orleans, State of Louisiana.” 


COMMUNICATIONS. 
ARGUMENT AGAINST NEW COPYRIGHT BILL. 
New York, December ro, 1897. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


DEAR SiR: We desire to call your attention 
to the attempt which is proposed to be made in 
Congress the present session to compel pub- 
lishers (‘‘authors” is the word used) to give 
copies of books copyrighted by them to libra- 
ries to be established in the cities of Chicago, 
Denver, San Francisco, and New Orleans, in 
addition ‘to the two copies which under the 
present law are deposited with the Librarian of 
Congress. The proposition is as contemptible 
a strike as was ever introduced into a State 
Legislature by mercenary politicians. It would 
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be interesting to know upon what ground the 
Librarian of Stanford University and the Libra- 
rian of the University of California considered 
themselves justified in. proposing such a 
scheme. Authors and publishers especially 
should take measures at once to defeat any 
such legislation should it actually be presented 
to Congress, as seems probable. 

It is well known that in England publishers 
have long been obliged to deposit five copies of 
every book issued by them, in as many public 
libraries scattered throughout the Kingdom, 
and of later years the government there has 
forbidden an English publisher to place his 
name upon the title-page of any book, no mat- 
ter where originally published, without com- 
plying with this regulation. Within the past 
year, when making a sale of one hundred 
copies of one of our publications to an English 
house, a demand was made upon us for the 
five copies necessary for deposit in English 
libraries, in addition to the five copies ordi- 
narily allowed in the sale of one hundred 
copies, for editorial purposes. In other words, 
that we should sell one hundred and ten copies 
for the price of one hundred, which of course 
we declinedtodo. Itshows, however, the bur- 
den to which publishers in this country may be 
subjected if copyright exactions for public li- 
braries are permitted to go farther than at 
present provided by our copyright law.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
OF CONGRESS. 


JouNn RUSSELL YouNG, the Librarian of Con- 
gress, has presented a very full report of all 
matters connected with the library to which he 
was appointed on July 1 of the present year. 
The great bulk of the information included 
Of special 
interest to authors and publishers are the 
Statistics relating to the copyright department. 
Mr. Young reports : 

‘*The copyright department is the most im- 
portant office. Its growth may be estimated 
when it is noted that while in six months of 
1870 the copyrights were 5600—in 1896, 72,470 
were entered. This means a steady rather than 
a spasmodic growth. Thus in 1870 there were, 
as we have seen, 5600 entries ; in 1875, 14,364; 
in 1880, 20,686; in 1885, 28,410; in 18go, 

2,758, and in 1896, 72,470. With the excep- 
tion of the years of business depression, this 
increase has been sure, and never at a greater 
ratio than at present. These figures are in- 
structive, not alone as showing the importance 
of the copyright department, but as indicative 
of the immense growth of music, literature and 
the arts. A few months since the average 
daily receipt of letters was 140. The letters 
received daily from October 21 to December 3, 
lor an example, average 179, with an increase 
from month to month. And already there are 
well-founded complaints from the head of the 
copyright bureau as to an insufficient staff and 
the necessity of extra hours of labor to keep 
the workin hand. The relative numerical im- 
portance of thecopyright toward the other de- 
partments of the government may be understood 
that while the patent office has 24,000 entries 
aunually there were in 1896, 72,470in the copy- 
right office.” 
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AINSWORTH R. SPOFFORD EXON- 
ERATED. 


THE story of the shortage of Librarian Spof- 
ford in his accounts with the Congressional Li- 
brary was revived this week by the presentati.n 
at the Post-Office Department of a big batch of 
postal money orders for payment. When Li- 
brarian Spofford’s shortage was discovered the 
explanation of it was that it was due to care- 
lessness and that there was nothing in the way 
of criminal intent. Since the work of remov- 
ing the books from the old Congressional Li- 
brary in the Capitol to the new library building 
was begun some interesting disclosures bear- 
ing upon Librarian Spofford’s case have been 
brought to light. Inadrawerof Mr. Spofford’s 
private desk was found $800 in currency anda 
number of checks. Another drawer was filled 
with postal money orders, some of which were 
for sums as high as $500. A number of bun- 
dles of postal orders were also found in draw- 
ers in other desks of the office of the Librarian. 
Some of these orders bore dates as far back as 
1870, and were for accounts ranging from $1 up 
to several hundred dollars. The Post-Office 
Department promptly paid every one of the 
postalorders. As Librarian Spoftord made good 
every cent of the deficit, including the charges 
oncopyrights represented by the postal orders, 
amounting to $22,000, the money of redemp- 
tion on these orders was paid to the Librarian. 





THE ALDINE CLUB—DINNER TO DR. 
E. .E. HALE. 


THERE was a gathering of distinguished lit- 
erary mento honor Dr. Edward Everett Hale 
on Tuesday, December I4, at the rooms of the 
Aldine Club, 75 Fifth Avenue, New York City. 
Among the notable guests present were W. D. 
Howells, Paul Leicester Ford, Bishop Potter, 
George E. Waring, and Rev. Dr. Henry M. 
Field. Letters of regret were read from Ed- 
mund Clarence Stedman, Carl Schurz, Seth 
Low, Senator Hoar, Woodrow Wilson, Presi- 
dent Gilman of Johns Hopkins University, and 
President Patton of Princeton. Richard Wat- 
son Gilder presided. He introduced Dr. Hale 
as the first speaker, declaring that the company 
had gathered to celebrate his ‘‘ centennial.” 
Dr. Hale was brilliantly witty, and his example 
was followed by his entertainers. Mr. Howells 
specially dwelt upon Dr. Hale’s distinction as 
a great citizen and the enduring work accom- 
plished by the patriotic quality of his imagina- 
tion. Bishop Potter said the distinction of Dr. 
Hale’s life was that he believed everything 
good. Mr. Gilder pointed out as Dr. Hale’s 
greatest distinction, that though he had always 
been in earnest and worked for the highest 
ideals, he had always been able to see the 
humor of life and to laugh. 

Dr. Hale said that, thanks to a good consti- 
tution, going to bed early, and not worrying. 
he was the survival of.a time when American 
authors had to get their books printed in Eng- 
land, because they could not get them printed 
wellhere. ‘‘ And I would say tothe gentlemen 
of the press,” he added, ‘‘that if they want to 
write a good protection editorial in the morn- 
ing let them say that no nation can have a lit- 
erature that can’t print its own books in its 
own country.”

THE MACMILLAN Co. have just ready ‘‘ Cairo 
of To-Day,” by E. A. Reynolds-Ball, the 
author of ‘‘ Mediterranean Winter Resorts” 
and ‘‘ The City of the Caliphs,”’ who shows all 
his old skill in bearing in mind the needsof the 
health-seeker and the whims of the traveller. 
A good bibliography of the principal popular 
books of travel in Egypt, given in an ap- 
pendix, adds to the value of the book. ‘‘ The 
Sun’s Place in Nature” is the title of a new 
book by Sir Norman Lockyer, which will give 
a general account of the bearing of the new 
conclusions upon solar studies, and alsoa state- 
ment of the discussions which have been go- 
ing on since ‘‘The Meteoritic Hypothesis” 
was published. The illustrations include the 
latest instruments used in astronomical re- 
search and many photographs of nebule and 
spectra. 


Tue A. D. F. RANDOLPH COMPANY have in 
preparation for immediate publication a vol- 
ume of poems, entitled ‘‘The Scarlet-Veined 
and other poems,” by Lucy Cleveland, author of 
‘*Lotus Life,” ‘‘ The Dog of the Old Guard,” 
etc. The title, which is that of the first poem 
in the collection, stands, by a striking metony- 
my, for the American flag, and the poem itself 
is the first American epic in the true form of 
such verse. The other poems are mainly 
patriotic, with a fewon Nature. Miss Cleve- 
land’s poems are chiefly notable for their won- 
derful amount of strength both in diction and 
style. She has handled the themes undertaken 
with force and ‘precision. Oneof the notable 
features of this volume is a group of verses on 
Greece, with a graceful dedication to King 
George, which brought to Miss Cleveland, 
through the courtesy of Consul-General Botasi, 
a complimentary cable from the King of Greece. 


In the prefatory note to his pamphlet on the 
‘*Old Faces of Roman and Medizval Types 
Lately Added tothe De Vinne Press,’”’ Theo- 
dore L. De Vinne, long recognized as a past- 
master of ‘‘the art preservative of arts,” has 
this interesting note on the recent changes 
in the printing of fine books: ‘‘ After many 
years of neglect plain and bold types are again 
in favor. The old-style faces, revived by 
Whittingham and Pickering, have been fol- 
lowed by the Golden, the Chaucer, and the 
Troy types of William Morris. The Cushing, 
the Jensen, the De Vinne, and the De Spira 
faces—all the productions of American type- 
founders—are attempts more or less successful 
to put typography in its old and proper field of 
unadorned simplicity. Types that imitate the 
delicacy of copperplate and the ornamenta- 
tions of lithography are out of fashion. The 
printer of to-day is oftenest asked to provide 
bolder types with firm lines that can be easily 


read.” 
-FOREIGN NOTES. 


THE series of ‘‘Addresses on Christianity,” 
by the late Prof. Henry Drummond, which 
gave him his world-wide fame, will have per- 
sonal reminiscences of him by ‘‘ Ian Maclaren” 
and Dr. Robertson Nicoll. It may be recalled 
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that Dr. George Adam Smith, of Glasgow, is 
to write the biography of Drummond. There 
is no likelihood that it will be finished under 
a year, at least, from the present date. 


THE ROXBURGHE Press, Westminster, Eng- 
land, has added ‘‘ The Crime of Vivian Carr,”’ 
by C. Gordon White (Jean de Hezailles), to the 
Roxburghe Romances. it is the story of a 
young author who overworked and paid the 
penalty. The book gives a picture of literary 
life in London that is often full of suggestion. 
The Loxburghe Press also issues ‘‘ Pickwickian 
Manners and Customs,” by Percy Fitzgerald, 
dedicated to Augustine Birrell. The object of 
this book is to point out the difference that 
sixty years have made in the manners and cus- 
toms Of England. It is one of many studies 
called forth by the Jubilee retrospections. 


H. LE Soupbikr, Paris, has issued ‘‘ Les So- 


Cialistes au Pouvoir”’ (Socialists in Power), by | 


H. Verly, a new version, abridged and illus- 
trated, of this author’s ‘‘ Triomphe du Social- 
isme’”’ (Triumph of Socialism), intended espe- 
cially for the general reader ; and ‘‘ L’Espagne 
en 1897” (Spain in 1897), by Gaston Router, 
with seven portraits and five tables of statis- 
tics. This book isspeciallytimely. The author 
aims to destroy prejudices and refute errors 
born of ignorance, and to put clearly before 
people the position occupied by Spain at the 
moment. Asa Frenchman, the author’s sym- 
pathies are of course with the friendly Latin 
nation, but he is fair,and certainly furnishes 
abundant information in a delightful form. 


B. F. STEVENS, London, has in press a men- 
ograph by Henry Harrisse, entitled ‘‘ The 
Diplomatic History of America: its First Chap- 
ter, 1452-1493-I1494.’’ The work is dedicated 
by permission to the American Ambassador, 
Col. Hay. It consists of twenty chapters, 
descriptive of early diplomacy for the posses- 
sion of the New World—treaties, demarcation 
lines, Papal bulls, and scientific theories, with 
a map showing at a glance the line of demar- 
cation, as fixed by the Treaty of Tordesillas 
(1494), according to Ferrer (1495), Cantino 
(1502), Enciso (1518), the Badajoz experts 
(1524), Ribeiro (1529), Oviedo (1545), and the 
Sevillian cartographers (1550), transferred on 
an English Admiralty chart. A hundred and 
seventy notes follow the text. A list of Mr. 
Harrisse’s works is appended which fills seven 
pages. 


SECOND-HAND booksellers in Paris, who for 
more than a century have displayed their 
wares along the quays on the South side of 
the Seine, are in danger of forced removal. 
A projected extension of a railway threatens 
them and they are ina state of mild insurrec- 
tion. They have unanimously signed a pe- 
tition to the Municipal Council asking to be 
allowed to settle themselves further up the 
river on the same side, each retaining a posi- 
tion relatively the same as his present one, 
and each receiving from the railroad company 
a slight indemnity. A proposal that they set- 
tle on the other side of the river they do not 
like. Not only do they cling to the associa- 
tions of the South side, but preferto be near 
the student quarter.
